I'm on the same page. Either H-P 410B or C is a good meter IF the 
diode in the RF probe is good. I've seen a lot of them missing the RF 
probe altogether. I have one of each, but keep the 410B on the bench. 


The Heath VTVMs are good meters if they aren't beat up. And if it 
doesn't have a probe, they are easy to make. Not in the same class as 
the H-P, but good enough for most work if all you need to do is tune 
some slug for a peak RF reading. 


I have a V-7A, with RF probe, that I built in 1957-8 sometime. Still use it 
frequently. Certainly the most lasting "investment" I've ever made ina 
piece of test equipment :-)

Opinions are like you know what (and everyone has one) but I never liked 

Triplett VOM's. When they were still being sold new, for the same $ you could buy 
a Simpson 260. The Triplett ohmmeter leads were reversed polarity, like most 

of the cheaper imports (the Simpson wasn't). The Triplett lacked a meter 

reversal switch (the Simpson has one, and it works on Ohms, which makes checking 
front-to-back on diodes and transistors simple. Likewise makes it somewhat 

usable for rough NP capacitor checks). The Triplett requires moving the range 
switch to go from DC to AC (on the Simpson, it's part of the reversal switch). 
Etc. 


Simpson made a nice little VTVM as well, in the same form factor case. Anda 
whole line of special purpose clip-on adaptors for the 260. 


Incidentally, if anyone knows a source for the Simpson 260 ohmmeter battery 
contacts, I'd be happy to hear of it. Ohmmeter battery leakage was always a 
problem with all of the VOM's (especially in a climate like Houston's), and I 
have a couple of 260's that I could put back into service if I could locate new 
contacts.
